Class B Retirement 
Bill Considered Dead 


By HON. JOHN M. MORIN, 
Chairman, House Military Committee. 
JN the report submitted to Congress on 
the problem of promotion and ‘retire- 
ment in the Army, the Secretary of War 
gave the following information regard- 
ing classification of officers: 


Describes Classification. 




















The act of June 4, 1920, provides for the 
annual classification of officers of the active 
list into classes A and B, officers placed in 
class , ecomprisi those “officers who 
should not be in the service.” All 
not placed 4 rest in class A. It 
further provides that oflicers placed by a 
final classification board (to be composed of 
general officers) i 2 B shall be elimi- 
nated fro the ¢ as follows: 

(a) If the classification in class B is due 
to the officer’s neglect. misconduct, or avoid- 
able hebits he is discharged outright from 
the Army without pay. 

(b) If the classification in iss B is not 
due to officer’ neglect, misconduct, or 
avoidable habits, and the officer has less 
than 10 years’ commissioned service he is 
discharged outright from the Army with one 
year’s nay. 

(c) If the officer’s classification in class B 
is not due to the officer’s neglect, miscon- 
duct, or avoidable habits, and the officer has 
mé than 10 years’ commissioned service, 
he. is retired to the unlimited retired list 
with pay at the rate of 214 per cent of 
active pay for each complete year of com- 
missioned service, the same not to exceed 
60 per cent of active pay in the case of re- 
tirements made after June 1, 1924. 

Retention Is Urged. 

This class B law, as it is commonly called, 
constituted an advance step in the sound 
development of the retirement system. Its 
aim was to provide a means for the elimina- 
tion fre the active list of inefficient offi- 
cers who could not be reached for elimina- 
tion under the provisions of law in exist-

Dress Uniform for Army Looms 





EGISLATION authorizing funds for 
a dress uniform for the Army is 
impending. Although no immediate ac- 
tion can be forecast, plans have prac- 
tically been completed for the introduc- 
tion of a bill to enable the procurement 
of dress uniforms for enlisted personnel. 
It is understood that when this measure 
is enacted, further legislation will be 
pressed to secure an allowance for offi- 
cers of the Army for the purchase of 
dress uniforms. The estimates to be 
prepared by the War Department for 
the fiscal year 1930 are expected to in- 
clude funds for the purchase of dress 
uniforms for enlisted personnel. 
Standing Collar Advocated. 

With the War Department committed 
to the adoption of a dress uniform for 
the Army as soon as practical, officers 
who are studying the subject are under- 
stood to face two widely differing opin- 
ions; first, as to whether the uniform 
adopted should be of the old standing 
collar type or the more comfortable 
roll-collar; and second, whether the 





uniform shall have distinctive colorings 
for the various branches or merely the 
usual insignia. 

The first of these controversies is 
purely a matter of personal taste, al- 
though the proponents of the standing 


collar contend that it is far more “dressy” 


roll. 
Distinetive Insignia. 

The second problem has caused much 
discussion throughout the Army as, of 
course, each branch feels that it should 
be allowed to wear its own distinctive 
colorings, and almost everyone has a 
different idea as to how this should be 
accomplished. 

The opinion of high-ranking officers of 
the Army, which will undoubtedly have 
an important bearing upon the final de- 
cision in each of these two matters, are 
generally as follows:

“the War Department is sought in 
identical bills just introduced in the 
Senate by Chairman David A. Reed, of 
the Senate Military Committee, and in 
the House by Representative W. Frank 
James, of the House Military Committee. 
In a joint statement, issued upon the in- 
troduction of the bills, Senator Reed and 


Congressman James stated: 


The purpose of this legislation is to 
establish a division in the War Depart 
ment which will be primarily responsible 
for general supervision, under the Chief of 
Staff, for the administration and develop- 
m of the Organized Reserves, the Re- 
sery Officers’ Training Corps, and the 
Cit ns’ Military Training Camps. 

There is at present no single division in 
the War Department organized to carry out 
successfully this responsibility. While not 
a part of the General Staff, it will, like the 
Militia Bureau and other branches of th« 


War Department, be subject, under the di- 


rection of the Secretary of War, to the 
supervision and coordinating influence of 
the Chief of Staff in order that the mili- 
tary activities under the control of this di- 
vision will be developed in accordance with 
the general scheme designed to produce a

for entation the civilian component of 
the Army. 


As the bill now stands sufficient funds 


are for the active duty training 
of 20,000 Reserve officers instead of 16,- 
000 as originally carried in the bill. The 
Thomas amendment readjusted the

funds allowed for this purpose by the 
House so that instead of the entire in- 
crease for this purpose coming under 
the item for pay, part will be provided 
under mileage and subsistence thus in- 
suring full benefit of the funds allowed. 

With the inclusion of funds for the 


National Rifle Matches and Reserve of- 
15-day training no attempt was 
made on the pari of the Senate, despite 
repeated assurances, to increase the item 
“Pay of the Army” so as to provide for 
the increased enlisted strength required 
by law for the Air Corps.

properly balanced military force for use in 
time of war. 

The Organized Reserve consists of 27 
Infantry Divisions, 6 Cavalry. Divisions, 
Corps, Army and General Headquarters 
Troops, and certain other Line of Communi- 
cation and Zone of Interior Troops. The 
Officers’ Reserve Corps has a strength of 
over 100,000 officers, and the Enlisted Re- 
erve Corp has a strength of approxi- 
mately 6,000 The Reserve Oflicers’ 
Training Corps now numbers about 125,000 
men. Approximately 35,000 young men re- 
ceive training annually in the Citizens’ 
Military Training Camps. 

Various questions relative to these activi- 
ties aye continually arising, and experience 
has shown the necessity for some centralized 
organization thoroughly in touch with all 
phases of the problem and qualified to fur- 
nish information and recommend appropri- 
ate action. During the recent debate on 
the War Department Appropriation Bill the 
attention of the House of Representatives 
was called to the fact by the Honorable 
Henry E. Barbour, of California, Chairman 
of the Subcommittee in charge of the bill, 
that the Subcommittee has had difficulty in 
the past in getting definite information re- 


garding questions relating to the Organized 


Reserves. This difficulty will always be en 
countered so long as there are five divi-

Aerial Coast Defense 
Control to Be Studied 


By SENATOR HIRAM BINGHAM, 
Military Affairs Committee. 

Identical concurrent resolutions have 
been introduced in the Senate and House 
of Representatives, by Senator Bingham 
and Representative Tilson, calling for 
the appointment of a Joint Committee of 
Congress to make a full investigation of 
the problem of the control of aircraft 
for seacoast defense, the Committee to 
consist of five Senators and five Mem- 
bers of the House of Representatives. 
Under these Resolutions the entire sys- 
tem of dual control of aircraft in coast 
defense will be thoroughly considered. 





‘THE problem of the control of shore- 

based aircraft for coast defense, and 
especially of the bombing machines in 
that category, has long been a vexing 
one in the United States. 
Cannot Limit to Land or Sea. 
the airplane we contend with a 
truly amphibious instrument, which 
crosses coast lines at will, and which 
cannot be definitely confined either to 
land or to sea. There always exists 
then the necessity of establishing a line 
of demarcation between the proper 
aerial functions of the Army and those 
of the Navy, and in general terms that 
line may be drawn either geographically 
or functionally. One area of operation 
may be allocated to the Army, and an- 
other part of the earth’s surface to the 
Navy. Alternatively, it may be pre- 
scribed that the Army shall fly one type 
of airplane and the Navy another. As 
a third possibility in truly functional 
differentiation, regardless of the gen- 
eral type of machine, one service may 
undertake to accomplish a certain mis- 
sion, while there is reserved for the 
other a complementary but distinct field 
of activity. 

Equipment Differed First. 

When it first became apparent that 
both the Army and the Navy were to 
operate airplanes and that there was 
likely to be overlap and duplication be- 
tween them, the initial resort was to 
differentiation by type of equipment. The 
Navy’s earliest flying was « one on sea- 
planes. The Army had displayed little 
or no interest in that type of machine.

Bill Is Inadequate. 

The possibility that an effort 
will be made in the Senate to remedy to 
a minor degree at least the glaring de- 
ficiencies in the House measure, but the 
odds are all against material in- 
creases being made in its provisions. 

Admittedly the steps proposed to build 
up the Navy are totally inadequate. No 
replacements are provided for, and the 
need for this is a mathematical certainty. 
No submarines included, and the 
weakness of the American Navy is so ob- 
vious that it should be apparent to the 
laymen, and must be to those members 
in Congress who have given it any study 
or consideration. No destroyer leaders 
are left in the program, and in this re- 
spect our Navy is unique, being without 
a ship of this class. But one carrier is

essential. 

Senate May Act. 

One suggestion that may relieve the 
situation to a degree is being given 
serious consideration. It has been pro- 
posed that the Senate add an amend- 
ment to the House bill that will make it 
possible to utilize the submarines and 
destroyers previously authorized, but 
never appropriated for, and thus make 
it possible to include them in the new 
program. 

Second in importance only to new 
cruisers, in the opinion of the naval au- 
thorities, were the submarines asked for, 
It had been virtually settled, had new 
submarines been included in the bill, to 
build a new type of approximately 1,500 
tons as the best for use with the fleet, 
with the purpose in view of making this 
the standard type for future construc- 
tion in numbers, if the first two or three, 
experimentally built, came up to expec- 
tations and gave satisfactory perform- 
ance. 

Eventually submarines will have to be

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Editors Express Regret at Curtailment of Navy Building Program 





AUDING the decision of the House Naval Committee to secure an actual con- 

struction program, editors throughout the country express regret that the 
original Navy Program was not adhered to. A few, who have opposed the program 
from its inception, hail the curtailment of the original project by the House Com- 
rr iitee, 


'PHE San Diego Union (Independent), commenting on the recent anti-defense 

commotion, remarks: “As to the present program, it is interesting to note that 
the British journals of opinion almost unanimously regard it with perfect calm * * * 
the alarm lest the United States become an aggressor appears confined to citizens of 
the United States. That is a reassuring sign.” 


THE San Francisco Chronicle (Independent) holds that our program is not one of 
competition and says: “It seems to be principally a clash over the words used 
to describe the Navy. Replacing a cruiser is defense, adding a rowboat is offense. 
This appears to be the viewpoint put forward. 
“It cannot be too often reiterated that the naval program is not a challenge 
to a shipbuilding race with other nations. The plans have been stated frankly and 
have caused no flurry in any nation that might possibly take it as a challenge.” 


THE Chicago Tribune (Republican) asserts: “If the aim of Congress is to please 

the country with the naval! bill, it can throw the pacifist telegrams and pe- 
titions in the waste basket. The silent majority, which unfortunately does not 
give the same energy to peace time preparation that it does to war time fighting, 
is as sincerely for honest, honorable peace as the professional pacifist minority. 
But it does not suffer from delusions of a high call to make American safety and 
honor the sacrifice to a dream of international brotherly love. The silent majority 
wants one that will balance with the entire lack of aggressive warlike spirit in the 
United States and one which will protect our peace.” 


ue St, Louis Globe-Democrat (Republican) goes on record as being “in entire 

sympathy with the building program of the Navy Department. It contem- 
plates only the provision for long standing deficiencies in our auxiliary vessels, is 
not in any real sense a competitive movement, and is not a menace to any nation. 
No one abroad but the habitual alarmists are alarmed by it.” 


(PPHE Cincinnati Enquirer (Democratic) lauds the President's stand, asserting: 

“The one thing that will most distinguish the President in the historical recol- 
lections of the country is his firm adherence to the necessity of adequate national 
defense. Not all the outery and persistent manifestations of pacifist and commu- 
nistic propaganda have been able to swerve or influence him from that patriotic 
position. Again he urged the paramount importance of the defenses of 
America, declaring that new warships will replace the old as rapidly as possible. 
The security of the country is a matter of first consideration, he said, dismissing 
the idea of competition in this respect as unworthy of serious consideration. He 
firmly is for an Army and Navy essential to the needs of the nation.”

Foreign Military-Naval News 

Cherbourg (Special).—The “Redoubt- 
able,” latest French submarine was 
launched Feb. 24. She is designed pri- 
marily for Colonial service, carries 
enough fuel to remain at sea for 60 
days, has a cruising range of 8,000 miles 
and a maximum speed of 18 knots. The 
“Redoubtable” carries ten torpedo tubes, 
a heavy gun, an anti-aircraft gun and 
machine guns for short range work. Her 
engines are of 6,000 horsepower.

when no enemy threatens.” The Newport Daily News (Republican) defends th: 
project as follows: “If the fact is thoroughly understood here as well as elsewhere 
that no substantial increase in our naval forces is intended, our people should and 
probably will favor generally, if not unanimously, what Secretary Wilbur is advo- 
cating.” 
THE Washington Post (Republican), after outlining the revised Navy construc 

tion plan, continues: “This moderate program is in line with public sentiment 
and ought to meet the approval of Congress. It certainly does not have any of the 
aspects of “sheer madness,”’ and no foreign government can possibly apprehend that 
it is either a sign that the United States is about to engage in competitive building 
or that this Nation is preparing for war.” The Washington Evening Star (Inde- 
pendent), deplores the discussion of the program on a “pro and anti basis” feeling: 
“The strength of the Navy has always been a matter for debate and a difference of 
opinion. But it is unfortunate that the arguments, pro and con, should be based on 
so-called patriotism or so-called pacifism. It is figured on the practical demands of 
national security. Let it be settled on those points and those alone.” 


"THE New York Times (Democratic), holds that a revision of sea law more fully to 

respect the full rights of ships of commerce in time of war would 
relax the strain which has come, and greatly to diminish the motives for ambitiou 
building up of naval strength. The New York Herald-Tribune (Republican), tersely 
remarks: “Clamor against naval construction has no reason or common sense be- 
hind it. The country committed itself in 1922 to maintaining a treaty navy. That 
is all the new program aims at.” The New York World (Democratic), takes up ihe 
matter of a “time limit” on construction, saying: “Insistence that maximum con- 
struction be made mandatory within a definite period has aroused wide protest, an:

DECLARING that charges of incom- 

petence and criticism of the Navy 
officers today are “in a sense criticisms 
of John Paul Jones, of Captain Isaac 
Hull, of Stephen Decatur, of Perry, of

Sims, of Rodman, and of the multitude 
of officers who have faithfully served 
this country during its entire histery,” 
Secretary of the Navy Wilbur lauded the 
spiirt of the Service today in a recent 
spirit of the Service today in a recent 

He said in part: 

Our Navy is loyal and devoted. It is com 
petent and skillful. A charge of incompe- 
tency of the officers of today is a charge 
against the pupils of the officers of yester- 
day. If the Navy is incompetent today, it 
is because the teachers of the Navy of to- 
day were incompetent, and if those teachers 
were incompetent it was in turn caused by 
the incompetency of their teachers. But 
war has again and again proved their com- 
petency. On the other hand, praise of the 
Navy of today is not to be appropriated by 
the men of today alone, but reflects back 
upon their teachers, upon the teachers of 
those teachers, and their ability not only to 
impart to their pupils the information which 
they possessed but also to impart that in- 
quiring and receptive spirit which enabled 
them to reach out and incorporate into 
their systems all that is good and desirable. 


The Navy has been under bitter and 
vitrolic attacks concerning the use of air- 
craft. That attack has almost entirely sub- 
sided. It is recognized that no one is as 
much interested in the welfare of the Navy 
or in the acquisition of appropriate weapons 
as the officers of the Service. They are 
the ones whose lives are forfeited in the 
event failure results. If battleships are te 
be sunk by aircraft, the officers and men on 
the ships will go down with the ship and 
no one will be punished as muc': for the 
ignorance of or ignoring of aircraft as 
those who are now in a position to deter- 
mine the needs of the National Defense. 
The truth is that no one is so competent to 
advise the Nation as to the desirability of 
new weapons and their adaptability to the 
immediate National Defense as are the offi- 
cers who are conducting that defense. Be- 
fore this clamor concerning aircraft began 
the United States Navy had a splendid part 
in the development of aircraft. While that 
clamor was continuing the Navy was devel- 
oping the Wright whirlwind engine, which 
carried Lingbergh across the Atlantic and 
Byrd to the North Pole, and Byrd and his 
companions from New York to Paris and 
back ‘to the coast of France. It was skill 
developed in the United States Navy that 
enabled these men with Byrd to land upon 
the surface of the water with a land plane 
without sacrificing a human life. And now 
that the interest in aircraft has subsided 
Congress is seriously debating whether or 
not we should have the five new aircraft 
earriers we have stated in our judgment 
were needed by the Navy. We are claiming 
that aircraft are absolutely indispensable 
in modern naval warfre. Notwithstnding 
our need of new ships and new equipment, 
we are disbursing more money for aviation 
and its equipment today than was spent

Joint Maneuvers in May 
HE first joint Army-Navy battle prac- 

tice of its kind within the continental 
limits of the United States since the 
World War will be held during May, as 
the Secretary of War has approved the 
recommendations of Major Gen. Andrew 
Hero, Jr., Chief of Coast Artiilery, that 
advantage be taken of the presence of 
the 52nd Coast Artillery (Railway) at 
Fort Story, Va., to conduct joint exer- 
cises with the Navy, terminating in bat- 
tle practice for the benefit of the Coast 
Artillery School. The 52nd Coast Ar- 
tillery is the only active Railway Artil- 
lery Unit in the United States. The 
movement of this unit to Fort Story from 
Fort Eustis, its home station, will be 
the largest single movement of railway 
artillery ever made over the railroads 
of the United States. This concentra- 
tion of railway guns will afford an ex- 
cellent example of the possibilities of re- 
inforcing existing harbor defenses by 
mobile railway artillery. The joint ex- 
ercises with the Navy wiil involve the 
actual testing out of plans for the de- 
fense of the entrance to Chesapeake Bay 
against an enemy attack. These maneu- 
vers will extend over a period of sev- 
eral days and will be participated in by 
both Army and Navy forces, including 
aircraft. 


Navy Bill Action Near 
(Continued from First Page) 
possibility of international agreement to

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Class B Bill Held Dead

Other language of the law indicates its in- 
applicability to any officers other than those 
actually placed in class B in the manner 
prescribed by the law itself. In its opera- 
tion it has reached only class B officers, and 
so it will continue to do, without doubt. 
Separation under its provisions has come, 
very naturally, to be regarded, both in the 
Service and out of the Service, as indicating 
that the officer concerned is totally worth- 
less to the active list. 

In considering this law as part of our re- 
tirement system, whose revision and im- 
provement is now the subject of study, the 
question arises whether the law should be 
so amended as to enable it to reach officers 
in class 3 whom it may be considered desir- 
able to eliminate from the active list as 
“officers who should not be retained in the 
Service.” 

Inasmuch as the law has, by six years’ 
operation, gained a fixed place in the Army 
system aside and apart from all other laws 
affecting retirement, in that separations 
under it have a certain stigma attached 
thereto, its amendment in the manner indi- 
cated would be unwise, since the stigma 
referred to would attach unjustly to the 
separation of officers (class 3 officers) in no 
wise to be construed in the same class as 
class B officers. Some of the officers (class 
3) reached would owe their mediocrity only 
to the fact that they were considered too 
old for their grades; others only to the 
fact that long service in subordinate posi- 
tions (for which they were not responsible) 
had unfitted them to “carry on” longer with 
requisite efficiency; and yet others only to 
facts that should not be considered to have 
rendered them wholly worthless to the ac- 
tive list as in the case of class B officers. 

So it is believed that the class B law 
should remain as it is, 

The raising of the average class of officers 
up in the scale of efficiency should be ac- 
complished, in so far as separations from 
the active list of officers of that class is 
concerned, by other provisions for separa- 
tion from the active Service. And this could 
probably not be accomplished directly other 
than by a system of retirement in grade for 
length of total commissioned service or by 
retirement for age in grade, without injuri- 
ously affecting the morale of the Service to 
an extent that would very likely nullify the 
good accomplished. Retirement by selec- 
tion, other than in grade for length of serv- 
ice or for age, is fraught with danger to 
morale or efficiency in the Army Service of 
a Republic like ours. It is only indirectly 
(other than by retirement in grade for 
length of total commissioned. service or for 
age) that separations from active service of 
officers of this class (class 3), along with 
officers of class 1, can be accomplished 


without inviting dissatisfaction and criti- 
cism in the Service. 
However, in the further report sub- 


mitted by the Board of General Officers 
submitted at the beginning of the pres- 
ent session of Congress it was stated: 
“The section further provides that the 
findings of the final classification board, 
which would hereafter be the General 
Personnel Board, be final and not sub- 
ject to revision. The Board believes that 
the rights of officers are so fully safe- 
guarded by the normal procedure that 
review of findings by the President is 
unnecessary.” 

This suggestion has met with more 
objection, probably, than any other fea- 
ture of the proposed legislation, and 
there is no likelihood of its being con- 
sidered in a favorable light by Congress. 
In reporting on the measure 8154, to 
provide for the final classification of 
officers of the Army who are placed in 
Class B, and for other purposes, Hon. 
Dwight F. Davis, Secretary of War, 
gave the views of the War Department 
as follows: 

“The bill has been referred to the 
Judge Advocate General of the Army. 
It is his opinion that it is unconstitu- 
tional in so far as it would tend in its 
literal sense to restrict the President in 
the exercise of full and final discretion 
in his action on cases arising under it. 
In view of the above opinion I recom- 
mend that the bill be not enacted into 
law.” 

This opinion would seem to effectively 
preclude any favorable action on this 
measure.

be effected either by reducing regi- 
ments as a whole or by reducing the num- 
ber of battalions in regiments according 
to a study of the situation prepared by 
the War Department. 

During the course of the debate on the 
measure on the floor of the Senate Sen- 
ator Carl Hayden, of Arizona, supporting 
the Thomas amendment for Reserve 
Training said: 

“T would like to state to the Senate that 
I have been personally acquainted with 
toy Hoffman, who wrote the letter which 
has just been read, for nearly 20 years, 
beginning with the time when we first 
attended the national rifle matches to- 
gether at Camp Perry, Ohio. No man in 
America has devoted his time and talents 
to a public cause with greater benefit to 
the Nation than has General Hoffman. I 
am sure that what he asks in that letter 
comes from a sincere desire to be of serv- 
ice to his country. 

As I understand the effect of the amend- 
ment proposed by the Senator from Okla- 
homa, it is not to change the total amount 
of money carried in the bill but to re- 
duce the amount as proposed by the House 
of Representatives for the training of of- 
ficers by enough to add a sum sufficient to 
provide for the payment of mileage 
whereby they may be able to attend the 
training camps. In other words, the House, 
in voting the pay and allowances for the 
training of 20,000 reserve officers, un- 
fortunately failed to appropriate’ the 
money necessary to pay the mileage nec- 
essary to take them to camps. To correct 
the situation in which we find ourselves, 
without changing the total amount carried 
in the bill, it is proposed to reduce the 
amount for pay and allowances, and in- 
crease the amount for mileage, so that an 
additional number of reserve officers can 
be trained. 

I am firmly convinced that no greater 
value can be obtained from the expendi- 
tures of money for national defense than 
through the training of officers of the 
Organized Reserves, and I hope that the 
amendment offered by the Senator from 
Oklahoma will prevail.”

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Army Housing Bills Progress 

REPORTING favorably on the James 

Housing Bill, H. R. 11134, the House 
Committee on Military Affairs increased 
the total of $12,664,950 by a Committee 
amendment calling for $300,000 addi- 
tional for construction at Fort Slocum, 
N. Y., in order to properly house the 
large number of troops which are con- 
stantly at this post which is used by 
the War Department as a concentration 
center for men assigned to foreign serv- 
ice as weil as those returning from such 
duty. 

The Bill, when enacted, together with 
appropriations already authorized, will 
still leave approximately 14,600 enlisted 
men, 2,463 non-commissioned officers, 
and 3,286 commissioned officers within 
the limits of the continental United 
States, the Panama Canal Zone and the 
Hawaiian Islands without adequate 
housing although Major General C. P. 
Summerall, Chief of Staff, U. S. A., in- 
formed the Committee that if the pres- 
ent speed in securing appropriations 
from Congress was maintained the en- 
tire Army Housing Project of approxi- 
mately $115,000,000 would be completed 
in about 10 years. 

Congressman James, according to re- 
ports, has succeeded in gaining a sus- 
pension of rules in the House for Mon- 
day, March 5, at which time it is under- 
stood that this Bill will be brought uf 
for consideration. 


WEST POINT BILLS INTRODUCER 
HREE separate bills authorizing ap- 
propriations for construction at the 
United States Military Academy, West 
Point, N. Y., were introduced in the 
House of Representatives this week by 
Chairman Morin, of the House Commit- 
tee on Military Affairs. 

The first of these bills, H. R. 11469, 
makes the necessary authorization for 
appropriations during the current year 
for officers’ quarters, noncommissioned 
officers’ quarters, veterinary hospital, 
and alterations to the Academic Build- 
ing. The second, H. R. 11470, covers 
a general authorization for the entire 
West Point construction program except 
funds to complete the mess hall, and the 
third, which was introduced yesterday 
(Friday, March 2), provides for the com- 
pletion of the mess hall. 








WARNER SPEAKS ON NAVY.

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Army Notes 
NNOUNCEMENT has been made of 
the Army plans for Olympic repre- 

sentation. The games will be held at 
Amsterdzm, commencing July 29 and the 
final try-outs will take place in time to 
permit the U. S. team to sail from N. Y., 
July 11. The War Department announce- 
ment states in part: 

It is regretted tnat funds will not permit 
the Army to hold its own tryouts, as was 
done in 1920 and in 1924, except for eques- 
trian sports, in which an Army tryout will 
he held at Fort Riley, Kans., in April, 1928. 
It will, therefore, be necessary for mem- 
bers of the Army seeking a place on the 
American team, except in riding, to qualify 
instead in the sectional tryouts above re- 
ferred to. The question of holding corps 
area or local tryouts for the selection of 
corps area representatives will be at the 
diseretion of corps area commanders. There 
is no objection to contestants of a corps 
area participating, without expense to the 
Government, in the tryouts of another corps 
area, and corps area commanders are author- 
ized to communicate directly with each 
other to that end. Members of all compo- 
nents of the Army of the United States 
who car qualify as to their amateur stand- 
ing are eligible to compete. 

The events in which the Army is most in- 
terested are swimming, boxing, wrestling, 
fencing, track and field, equestrian and 
sports and modern pentathlon. 


The Act of Congress, approved July 
2, 1926, which authorized the Distin- 
guished Flying Cross and the Soldier’s 
Medal, provided that not more than one 
medal shall be issued to any one person, 
but that for each succeeding deed or act 
sufficient to justify the award of the 
Distinguished Flying Cross or the Sol- 
dier’s Medal, the President may award 
a suitable bar or other suitable device 
to be worn as he shall direct.

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Limited Promotion Action Seen 
HAT there will be no general legisla- 
tive action taken on the report of 
the General Personnel Board regarding 
Army Promotion and Retirement is in- 
dicated by the consensus of political 
opinion as voiced on Capitol Hill. 

However, there is every indication 
that at least two of the fourteen sep- 
arate bilis covering specific phases of 
the promotion problem will be enacted 
into law. These two bills are those low- 
ering the length of service for retire- 
ment from forty to thirty-five years 
and providing for promotion according 
to length of service in grade through 
majority. 

The first of these bills merely reduces 
the number of years’ service required 
for voluntary retirement from forty to 
thirty-five and which does not in any 
way affect the present privilege of re- 
tirement after thirty years’ service with 
Presidential consent. 

The second bill provides for promo- 
tion to first lieutenant after three years’ 
service; captain after ten years’ service; 
and major after seventeen years’ serv- 
ice. This is considered, both by the 
members of the General Personnel Board 
and Congressmen on the Miltary Com- 
mittees of the Senate and House, as the 
fairest possible arrangement which can 
be expected to be made law, and it is 
considered that it will afford measurable 
relief to a large number of officers who 
are at present faced with the prospect 
of reaching retirement age as captains 
as well as to the present and future 
second lieutenants of the Army. 

It can be stated that legislation on the 
subjects of elimination, attrition and the 
providing of cash bonuses to those who 
voluntarily separate themselves from 
the Army will not receive active consid- 
eration during the present session of 
Congress and the attempt to have the 
findings of the final classification board 
in Class B proceedings “final and not 
subject to revision” has been “killed” in 
the Committees since the adverse report 
of the Secretary of War, as recorded in 
the Army and Navy Journal of Feb- 
ruary 11, 1928.

The naval pro- 
gram to bring the American Navy into conformity with the principle of the 5-5-3 ratio 
and to a near-parity with the British fleet has been sunk. Needed replacements will not 
be made. The expectations of the British have been realized. 

At the Washington Conference in 1922 the British agreed to the principle of parity. 
In return the United States sacrificed naval superiority. The British evaded cruiser 
There the matter stood, a task unfinished.

Americans cherished the fond hope that a further agreement would check the new arma- 
ment race that was starting. The United States went to Geneva last year to transform 
this hope into reality.

British are a long-headed people. 

The issue in Congress now and the issue at Geneva last year are one and the same. 
tehind it is a rivalry for sea trade. For Great Britain this is a many-times-told tale. 
It runs back to Spain, England's first great sea rival. British buccaneers, the Drakes 
and Morgans smashed the Spanish bases in the New World. The de feat of the Armada 
in 1588 finished the Spaniard. 

The Dutch came next. In a series of three wars the British shattered Dutch sea 
power. The end came in 1673. Next was the French challenge. The Seven Years’ War 
and, finally, the Battle of Trafalgar in 1805 doomed France as a great sea power. British 
supremacy endured for nearly a century. Then it faced the Germans. That menace van- 
ished when the high-seas fleet was sunk in 1919 by th Treaty of Versailles. So passed 
the fourth sea rival of England. 

Sinee the war America has become a serious threat to British sea 
foreizn commerce is growing. This trade demands protection. That " > 
American Navy. Once more the traditional British policy comes into play. America is 
entitled to maintain, under the Treaty of 1922, a navy equaling that of the British. But 
never so long as this can be avoided will England permit another navy to equal her own. 
That was the British strategy at Geneva, and it has not changed. 

The situation may as well be faced. The British are anxious to keep the United 
States from building up to the Washington Conference ratio. Helped by many mis- 
guided and misled Americans, they are doing what they can to shove America back to a 
third-rate position as a naval Power. 

And they are succeeding. The 
program is the story of their success.

‘DHE RESTORATION OF the dress uniform is a proposal which will meet with 
general Army approval. That it will meet with favor in Congress is shown by 
the reaction at the Capitol to the recommendations made by Major General Charles 
P. Summerall, Chief of Staff, to the House Appropriations Committee. Obviously, 
if estimates for the dress uniform for the enlisted personnel should be approved 
by the Budget Bureau—as they will be for the 1930 appropriations—commissioned 
officers must make provision for such uniforms. It is presumed the styles adopted 
will be in many respects similar to those in use prior to the World War. 
NVOLVED IN THE adoption of this proposal is a heavy expense which must be 
borne individually by the officers. The Government, of course, will pay for the 
uniforms for the enlisted men. It seems to us that consideration likewise should 
be shown to the officers in this matter. Their pay, which is based upon the pres- 
ent cost of living, does not admit of any expensive additions to their wardrobes. 
In the ease of officers of the lower grades a special hardship would be visited upon 
them. It seems to us that in making appropriations for the reclothing of the en- 
listed men, an allowance of some kind should be made for the benefit of the officers. 
They will have to provide themselves not only with service uniform, but also with 
dress uniform and full dress uniform. They will have no option in the matter. We 
sincerely hope the War Department and the appropriate committees in Congress 
will in some way help the commissioned force to meet this new expense, 


‘TE CANNOT BELIEVE that Congress will approve the Burton resolution, fa- 
vorably reported by the House Foreign Affairs Committee, prohibiting the ex- 
port of arms to belligerent nations. Although for nearly three years, American fac- 
tories were supplying the Allies during the Great War, it required another year for 
us to begin to equip properly the armies the President called into the field when the 
United States declared war. In other words, the Burton resolution sirikes a deadly 
blow at National Defense, since it wiil put arms factories out of business, deprive 
us of the necessary experts and machinery for manufacture, and force us to send 
to slaughter men poorly equipped or not equipped at all. 

No other nation in the world would dream of doing such a thing, unless there 
were a world-wide understanding. Moreover, the questions arise, what is an imple- 
ment of war, and what industries would be affected by a prohibition of export? 
It is all well enough to give a list of the banned articles. But whatever it may be, it 
cannot possibly cover belligerent needs. .Cotton, for example, is a base for muni- 
tions. If we are to carry out the spirit of the Burton resolution, its export should 
be banned. Then what would the South say? Many of our basic industries would 
be affected seriously by the proposal, which after all is merely the entering wedge 
to disarm the United States. This is notably true of the chemical industry. The 


matter is so important from the point of view of national prosperity, as well as 
that of national defense, that we cannot conceive of the country permitting its rep- 
resentatives to enact such an evil piece of legislation.

‘DHE RESTORATION OF the dress uniform is a proposal which will meet with 

general Army approval. That it will meet with favor in Congress is shown by 
the reaction at the Capitol to the recommendations made by Major General Charles 
P. Summerall, Chief of Staff, to the House Appropriations Committee. Obviously, 
if estimates for the dress uniform for the enlisted personnel should be approved 
by the Budget Bureau—as they will be for the 1930 appropriations—commissioned 
officers must make provision for such uniforms. It is presumed the styles adopted 
will be in many respects similar to those in use prior to the World War. 


NVOLVED IN THE adoption of this proposal is a heavy expense which must be 
borne individually by the officers. The Government, of course, will pay for the 
uniforms for the enlisted men. It seems to us that consideration likewise should 
be shown to the officers in this matter. Their pay, which is based upon the pres- 
ent cost of living, does not admit of any expensive additions to their wardrobes, 
In the case of officers of the lower grades a special hardship would be visited upon 
them. It seems to us that in making appropriations for the reclothing of the en- 
listed men, an allowance of some kind should be made for the benefit of the officers. 
They will have to provide themselves not only with service uniform, but also with 
dress uniform and full dress uniform. They will have no option in the matter. We 
sincerely hope the War Department and the appropriate committees in Congress 
will in some way help the commissioned force to meet this new expense, 
"TE CANNOT BELIEVE that Congress will approve the Burton resolution, fa- 
vorably reported by the House Foreign Affairs Committee, prohibiting the ex- 
port of arms to belligerent nations. Although for nearly three years, American fac- 
tories were supplying the Allies during the Great War, it required another year for 
us to begin to equip properly the armies the President called into the field when the 
United States declared war. In other words, the Burton resolution strikes a deadly 
blow at National Defense, since it wiil put arms factories out of business, deprive 
us of the necessary experts and machinery for manufacture, and force us to send 
to slaughter men poorly equipped or not equipped at all. 

No other nation in the world would dream of doing such a thing, unless there 
were a world-wide understanding. Moreover, the questions arise, what is an imple- 
ment of war, and what industries would be affected by a prohibition of export? 
It is all well enough to give a list of the banned articles. But whatever it may be, it 
cannot possibly cover belligerent needs. .Cotton, for example, is a base for muni- 
tions. If we are to carry out the spirit of the Burton resolution, its export should 
be banned. Then what would the South say? Many of our basic industries would 
be atfected seriously by the proposal, which after all is merely the entering wedge 
to disarm the United States. This is notably true of the chemical industry. The 
matter is so important from the point of view of national prosperity, as well as 
that of national defense, that we cannot conceive of the country permitting its rep- 
resentatives to enact such an evil piece of legislation.

LOS ANGELES SHOW. 
‘THE Army was well represented at 
the 1928 Los Angeles National Horse 
Show by teams of officers from each of 
the three cavalry posts, Fort Bliss, Tex.;

(Continued from First Page) 
than that the perpetuation of a dis- 
tinction along those lines should have 
been prognosticated. For the time being 
it appeared a satisfactory basis of pro- 
cedure, a natural extension of the fa- 
maliar division between seacraft and 
land vehicles. 

Have Difficulty in Agreeing. 

The difficulty of reaching any thor- 
ough-giving and satisfactory solution 
through negotiations between represen- 
tatives of the Army and of the Navy 
has been attested by repeated public ex- 
pression of opinion by high ranking offi- 
cials on the desirability of invoking some 
yower outside the services to make the 


settlement. 

Thus, for example, Secretary Weeks, 
testifying before the Lampert Committee 
in the spring of 1925, was asked by Mr. 


Perkins, “it seems to be the general con- 
sensus that our air service is really in- 
slequate.

A small amount of land 
on that island, which has a total area of 
360 acres and is located in Pearl Lochs 
on the Island of Oahu, was secured by the 
Navy in 1902. The Army subsequently in 
1918 secured tille to the remainder of the 
property for a joint occupancy by the 
Army and Navy as an aviation station, 
The actual development for that purpose 
started the latter part of 1918 or the early 
part of 1913, and the use of Fords Island 
as a flying field began in December, 1919. 
As early as the spring of 1920 there was 
already an acute difference of  opiinon 
about how the island should be developed 
and controlled in future. 

After nearly eight years the same prob- 
lem is still receiving consideration. It is

tail. A recital of the present status speaks 
for itself. Most recent among the im- 
portant episodes was the appointment of a 
Joint Army and Navy Appraisal Board 
in Hawaii, which first met on January 21, 
1927, and at intervals for about four 
months thereafter. The Army and Navy 
members found themselves totally unable 
to agree, and finally submitted separate 
reports and eriticisms of each others’ 
versions. The Army members concluded 
their report with a recommendation that 


the joint use of Fords Island be continued 
as in the past. The difficulties which will 
result from «a manifold expansion of the 
operations of each service in limited 
an area, where congestion is already acute, 
are quite apparent. 

In the meantime, the Army and Navy 
have both constructed numerous buildings, 
so that the aggregate expenditure by the 
two services up to the present time is some- 
what more than $4,500,000, ineluding the 
gasoline tanks furnished by the Doheny 
interests as a part of the compensation for

A similar situetion exists in North 
Island, San Diego, where both the Army 
and Navy ure esieblished, where both 


have plans for expansion, and where there 
is already such over-crowding that the 
Navy is obliged at Limes to find temporary 


bases of operation at other fields. In 
course of time similar problems are per- 
fecily capable of arising in the Canal 
Zone, where again the Army and Navy 
fields are adjacent, although they do not, 
as at Pearl Harbor and at San Diego 
merge into a single one. 

Such moot chestions as these find many 
barriers in the way of their settlimenf. 
If one service is to move on and yet to 
continue its aeronautical activities in the 
district, manifestly it must locate another 
fiving field, and tind funds for its pur- 
chase and development. Not the least 
serious of the retardent factors or ob- 
Stacles to be overcome, however, is the 


inevitably exist among 
the personnel of each service, that to 
withdraw in favor of the other would be 
a& surrender, « derogation of sovereign 
rights, a voluntary step towards  self- 
immolation far the coastal defense 
fs concerned. That combines with the 
other vexatious aspects of the problem 
to render any settlement of the future 
of these joint fields whieh will do away 
with the congestion, and so reduce danger 
and efficiency, diflicult to near 
the point of impossibility. 

| take it as basically sound, and 
satisfactorily demonstrable, that in the in- 
terest of unity of command, and for many 
other reasons, there should be concentra- 
tion of control and a unification of re- 
sponsibility for a given type of operation 
wherever possible. Unification of re- 
sponsibility for all the operations in a given 
area would be better yet, and should be 
attained where it is practicable without 
lessening the efliciency of the Army and 
Navy on the surface. Whatever may be 
the solution of the problem, admittedly 
troublesome, of avoiding misunderstanding 
and reducing or completely eliminatine 
overlap and duplication, however, it should 
be sought and arrived at in the general 
interest of the national defense.

One of the five new Curtiss P-5 super- 
charged pursuit planes has been ferried 
from Garden City, L. IL., to Wright Field, 
Dayton, Ohio, for inspection, flight and 
performance tests. It is hoped that this 
plane will develop approximately 200 
miles per hour, level flight, at altitudes 
exceeding 20,000 feet. The plane is 
powered with a Curtiss D-12-F (heavy 
crankshaft) engine and equipped with 
Form 12-1-A_ side type  turbo-super- 
charger. 


What is believed to be the first “in- 
verted” barrel-roll in the history of avia- 
tion was accomplished recently by Lt. J. 
J. Rooney, U. S. N., over the Hampton 
Roads, Va., Naval Air Station Field. In 
the same flight Lt. Rooney completed 
two outside loops. A Navy-Curtiss 
Hawk equipped with a Pratt and Whit- 
ney engine was the plane used in these 
maneuvers which were done at altitudes 
from 1,500 to 2,000 feet. 

Photographs for one of the largest 
aerial maps ever attempted in the United 
States have recently been completed by 
Master Sergeant Cal Dahlgren, of the 
Army Air Corps. Five months were re- 
quired for photo-mapping of more than 
8,000 square miles of territory along the 
Mexican Border for the International 
Water Commission. 

The Bureau of Aeronautics, Navy De- 
partment, obtained this week the first 
authentic data showing precisely the 
strain, or stress, brought to bear upon 
the structural parts of an airplane as 
it maneuvers at high speed and in un- 
usual positions. 

The information, regarded as vital 
from a scientific viewpoint, was  ob- 
tained by Lt. A. J. Williams, U. S. N., 
as a result of the outside loops and other 
difficult maneuvers he performed at the 
Naval Air Station, Anacostia, D. C., 
flying a Navy fighting plane.

New Air Training Policy 
|NDER a new policy inaugurated at 
the Army Air Corps Training Cen- 
ter, students, prior to graduation from 
the Advanced Flying School at Kelly 
Field, San Antonio, Tex., will be re- 
quired to qualify for the rating of Air- 
plane Observer in addition to that of 
Airplane Pilot. 

Beginning March 1, a new 
training went into effect at the Training 
Center under which all student pilots at 
the Primary Flying Schools at Brooks 
Field, San Antonio, Tex., and March Field, 
Riverside, Calif., will be trained in DH 
planes in addition to training planes. 
Therefore, upon their graduation from the 
Primary Flying Schools and transfer to 
the Advanced Flying School at Kelly 
Field, the flying training and experience 
of the students will be such as to enable 
them immediately to more advanced work. 

During their first month at the Ad- 
vanced School, students will receive train- 
ing both as pilot and observer in the ob- 
servation type of plane, after which the 
class will be split up and they will spe- 
cialize in whichever one of three branches 
ef military aviation—pursuit, bombard- 
ment or attack—they are assigned on the 
basis of their individual fitness.

Congressional Notes 
MEASURE which has been intro- 
duced in the House by Representa- 

tive Reece, of Tennessee, provides for 
the appointment of Cadets to the United 
States Military Academy from among 
the members of the enlisted Reserve 
Corps who have undergone the pre- 
scribed course of training in at least 
one C. M. T. C. and are otherwise quali- 
fied. 

Senator David A. Reed, of Pennsyl- 
vania, Chairman of the Senate Commit- 
tee on Military Affairs, has introduced 
a bill designed to regulate the procure- 
ment of motor transportation in the 
Army. Under the provisions of _ this 
bill the Secretary of War would be au- 
thorized, within the price limitations 
fixed by Congress, to award the contract 
to the bidder which, in his judgment, 
offers the lowest responsible bid and 
most advantageously meets the require- 
ments of the Government. This bill, if 
enacted into law, would allow the Sccre- 
tary of War some discretion in the pro- 
curement of motor vehicles for certain 
specific duties and would eliminate the 
necessity for making purchases strictly 
on the low bid. 


The bill, S. 1824, known as the “Edu- 
ational Orders Bill” is still pending be- 
fore the Senate Committee on Military 
Affairs, action on it having been post- 
poned at the last. 

The bill provides: “That the Secretary 
of War may authorize the placing of 
educational orders for equipment, mu- 
nitions, and accessories needed in the 
military service with commercial con- 
cerns to the degree that is considered 
by him as being necessary to familiarize 
commercial factories with munitions 
manufacture and to advance the indus- 
trial war plans of the War Department, 
and in placing these educational orders 
the competitive bids which in his opinion 
best secure these results may be ac- 
cepted, and he shall make statement of 
his action under this provision in his an- 
nual report.” 

The Purnell Bill, H. R. 5827, to repeal 
laws authorizing the purchase of uni- 
forms, accoutrements and _ equipment 
form the Government at cost, is stil) 
pending before the House Naval Affairs 
Committee. Until the Navy constructior 
program and other pressing items of 
naval legislation are disposed of, there 
is little hope for action on this bill.
